'- One of theſe Houſes is a fair gentile 
Houſe, wherein there are fix lodging Cham- 
bers ; each one a convenient Study to it, with 
a Standiſh left in them, beſides ſeveral other 


| lodging Rooms. 


The other Houſe is allo a good Conntrey 
Houſe, with ſeveral Chambers, and Studies 
to ſome of them, all in very good repair : 
But the Furniture now removed, we cannot 
yet find whither. 

The remaining Dwellers in the Houſe, 
who were but Under-Servants, will not con- 
fels : They are apparently Perjured ; For 
they flatly denied, upon Oath, ſeveral things, 
which were made out by others, and then 
they confeſſed them, 

There are One and twenty Chimnies in 
both Houſes, and a great many Doors to go 
in and out at ; and likewiſe many private 
Paſſages from one Room to the other. 

Theſe Houſes are ſeated at the bottom of 
a thick woody and rocky Hill, with ſeveral 
hollow places in the Rocks, wherein Men 
may conceal themſelves; and there is a very

private Paſſage from one of the: Hou. es,anto 
this Wood. 

In one of theſe Houſes FR was a Stud 
found, the Door thereof very hardly to be 
diſcovered, being placed behind a Bed, and 
plaiſtred over like the Wall adjoining , In 
which was found great ſtore of Divinity 
Books, and others, in Folio and Quarto, and 
many other leſſer Books, ſeveral Horſe-loads, 

but they are not yet brought to me,tt being 
Chriſtmas Holy-days, but they remain in a 
ſafe hand ) many whereof are written by 
the principal learned Jeſuits. 

And there were found two Paper Books 
in Folio, in the Front of one written, -

The other Paper BoPPLaains the grear 
BenetaCtors, being Queens, Princes, Nobles, 
and ſeveral. others of this and divers other 
Nations, who have contributed towards the 
Foundation of Jeſuit Colleges, or the Main- 
tenance of them; and likewiſe the number 
of -Maſles appointed to be ſaid for their 


Souls. 


- There was alſo found a I atin Book in 
Folio, declaring, That there is iz London a 
College dedicated to S* Ignatius, with Revenues 
belonging to it, for the Jeſuit Novirer in the 
time of "Probation. 


One in Wales ( which Iſuppoſe are- theſe 
two Houles ). dedicated to S* Xaverius.

A third is ( the Book faith ) in $tafford- 
ſhire, or I ancaſhire, dedicated to Sc Aloyſius; 
another prime Jeſuit : which Colleges , when 
England ſhall be reduced to the Obedience of 
the Pope, ſhall newer be altered, as this Boo 
dires.

= ; that the ſame, year there were bapti- 
zed 34; z reconciled to the Church of Rome 
155 (a great number; ) of thoſe that 
were fallen from the Church and regained 
15, and other matters. 

One Letter ſeems written by the Provin- 

cial ro them of this Houſe, wherein Com- 
laint is made;That there was not Care enough | 
taken to ſend Young Men to Rome, to be there 
bred up in the Engliſh College; and for 
which, he ſaith, the Pope was much diſpleaſed, 
and threatned to take away their College there, 
and fill it up with Scholars oy ſome other Na- © 
tion and Order. In

called Amberley in the Pariſh of Monwonth, 
and another Rent of 18 /. per Anmun, from 
an Eſtate called Langunull in the Parith of 
Dixton 1 in the C County of Monmouth, and to 
manage them alſo: part whereof defrayed 
the Fxp* nces of tne College, as appears in 
part by an Account Book, where there are 
many | caves cut o:t, ( I ſuppoſe they had 
timely Notice given thew, before the Order w.s 
ſent me by the Honſe of L ords, and did-there- 
upon do this, and remove what they could hefore 
hand ) and part paid in money to ſuch Jeſuit 
Prieſts as werc a; pointed to rcceive it : but 
for theſe Eight years. that he hath-been Ser- 
vant there, he never hath made any 4ccount 
unto, nor held! any Correſpondence with the 
{aid Hutton. who carricth the name of this 


Eſtate.

Fathers Soul out of Purgatory into Heaven ;

But when Father: Lewis underſtood after 
from'\the Wonian, that ſhe. had no ready 
money, he begancto Rtormn;\ and tobe in a 
great paſſion ; ; yet at Jaſt he was contented 
ro rake hor own Bond:for the Thitty pounds 
but took che Bond 1n aiFriends name , and 
caus'd the Woman to give a Warrapt: 'to an-

Attorney to confels Judgment upon the 
Bond, which was done accordingly ; and the 
money was to be paid within ſix Weeks, 
within which time Father Lewis undertook 
peremptorily to have the Man's Soul out of 
Purgatory into Heaven, and ſo they parted, 
and the Woman hereby much comfor- 


ted. 


Afterwards,as ſoon as ever the ſix Wecks 
were over,and the money became due, Father 
Lewis (ent to the poor Woman, to com- to 
him again, and as ſoon as cver ſhe came, he 
produc d unto her a Book with gilded 
Leaves, and red [ etters; and after he -had 
tumbled the Leaves of the Book backward 
and forward, he clapt the Book to his ear,and 
then ſaid thus, looking into the Book, 


Here it 3s, I am ſure now your Pufiveſs is 
done ;, this I tell you to your comfort that your 
Father's Soul 3s as ſurely in Heaven at this wery 
time, as Iam here in this Chair.

- And then after a little time that the Wo- 
man had expreſs'd her joy at theſe pood ty- 
dings, Father Lewss ask'd her,Whether ſhe had 
brought him his money, the Thirty pound ſbe 
Was engaged for? 


Che anſwer'd, She had not brought hin: all , 
becauſe her money was ont tn other mens hands, 
and conld not get it in ſo foon ; but ſhe had 
b:onvht him Ten pound, and humbly intreated 
him to receive that at preſent, and he ſhould 
have the reſidue as ſoon as poſſebly fbe conld get

But at this Father Lewis was ſtartled, that 
ſhe had 'nor brought the whole Sum, and fell 
into a violent fury with the poor Woman, 
reviled her, gave her many harſh and bitter 
Words, threaten'd the poor Woman to ſend 
Baylifs to take her in Execution upon her 
Fadgment, and caft her Body into Priſon ; 
andnof only fo, but threaten'd to Excommus- 
nicate her allo, for the breach of her faith, in 
not paying the Thirty pound, according to 
her Engagement: But

Bat, upon ſecond thoughts, Father Lewis 
took the Ten pound, and he came to this 
farther agreement with her, which was, that 
ſhe ſhould pay Five pound more forthwith, 
and the other Fifteen pound within a quar- 
ter of a year after ; andif ſhe failed , then 
to render her Body to Priſon, and ſuffer Ex- 
communication. 


Afﬀeer this, the poor Woman made hard 
ſhift to pay Father Lewis the Five pound, 
but before the other Fifteen was due, a man 
of the Proteſtant Religion, ſollicited the poor 
Woman for Marriage. The poor Woman 
ingenuouſly and conſcientiouſly confels'd un- 
to him, Thar ſhe was worth nothing, but was 
in debt to her Ghoſtly Father Lewis Fifteen 
pound: And acquainted him how , and for 
what ſhe came to be ſo indebted. This man, 
notwithſtanding,marries her,and afterwards, 
by degrees, drew her from the Roman 
Church, to the Church of England; and then 
brought her before a P_ of Peace , to. 
whom ſhe diſcoverdall this upon Oath.

And this Woman knowine where her ho- 
ly Conſeflor Lewis us'd to hide himf-1f, un- 
Ger Ciound, under a clay Floor, cuaningly 
conizt;'d 10 a poor deſpicable Cottage ; and 
2135 NOW exaſperated at the Hot, Cheat and 
Tar ous, as 1s moſt juſt, to catch his perſon, 
as he vrould have catched hers; and endea- 
vouring to have fſarisfaGtion from him for the 
money he ( with ſo much uncharitablenels ) 
choared her of, did condutt a Juſtice of Peace 
rothc place, where they found and unken- 
I'd rhe Fox, and from thence the Juſtice of 
Peace {cnt Father Lewis to Monmouth Gaol, 
where he now continues.
